Our Azalea Cuttings are propagated in 
a medium that runs heavy to peat and this gives 
them a thrifty and vigorous root system. No cut- 
tings are sent out without a good bunch of roots.

entire year. Best suggested for spring delivery— 
March through June. Our Azalea Liners are grown 
in specially prepared beds of shredded peat and 
they are never allowed to slow down or become 
hardened. They have a good lot of very-much-alive 
healthy roots that hold a quantity of our fibrous 
peat; not only is this very helpful to them in ship- 
ment but it gets them off to a quick start after you 
get them. We call special attention to our 2-year

For Fall and Winter Delivery. Our 
budded Azaleas have a very heavy bud-count and 
are extra nice this year. They have been properly 
spaced for an even growth and have been sheared 
carefully to make nice pot plants. All of these are 
grown in mixtures that run heavy to peat and many 
are grown on our peat farm in full sunlight. This 
assures you that they will have a good root system, 
that they will carry well in shipment and that the 
transportation costs will not be excessive.
